Zimmerman exited his vehicle^ in spilt uf his curlier admission 
to invesOgaiora tfcat he was afraid of Martin* and followed Martin in an effort to maintain surveillance of him while Zimmerman awaited the arrival 
Ot law enforcement officers, His actions are Inconsistent with those of a person who has stated he was in fear of another subject 
Investigative findings show thai George Michael Zimmerman had at least two opportunUics to speak With Trayvon Benjamin Martin in order to 
defuse the circumstances surrounding their encounter.

Investigative findings show the physic a J tlifneustuns or Tray von 
Benjamin MHriin, and thai of GeprgeMielHEtJ £im inurman, coupled with ttie absence or any specialized training in hand to hand combat between 
either combatant, did n<it place George Mirhacl Zirntri armftn: tn an mrnord I nary or exceptional disadvantage of apparent physical ability or 
Ll cfriiiiive capacity, Investigative Hidings show the physical injuries displayed by George Michael Zimmerman are marginally consistent with a 
life-threatening violent episode as described by him. during which neither a deadly weapon nor deadly force was deployed by Trayvoo Martin. 
The Mowing sequence of events were obtained by Emissions made by Zimmerman and cannot be corroborated by independent witne^ nor can 
bt refuted by indep^ndaot ^itnesscsr Wnik Zimmerman returning to his vehicle, lie stales lie whs attacked by MnNin, hut only after Martin 
inquires to Zfmrntrman '* What's your ptoBem?

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DETAILS: 
Case Synopisfs: 

On 2/28/2012, at the Retreat at Twin L&kos community, ideated on Oregon Avenue* m Saoford, Seminole 
County* Florida, a twenty -eight ys^r old while male, identified as George Michael Zimmerman and seventeen 
par old black oiafe, identified as Trayvon Benjamin Martin, engaged in a physics! confrontation in a common 
^>rea behind two rows of townhomes. The incident was witnessed by several people, all of whom salted 91 1 
however Hie initial harmful event has no known eyewitnesses, 

Preliminary investigation showed thai Zimmerman, a member of his sommanfty's neighborhood Watch 
Program, observed Martin walking In- tho community and perceived Martin is being "suspicious"., 
Zimmerman acted on his suspicion of fttariin, and called the Softford Police nonemergency tim* Zimmerman 
reported he was following fVtartin, and requested police assistance by the dispatching of s patrol officer, 
Zimmerman, who was In his motor vehicle* initially followed Martin, who was an foat During his surveillance 
of fferiff\ Zimmerman was on a reoordeci telephone line with the Seminole County Communications call 
taken As Zimmerman followed Martin, Martin apparently became aware of Zimmerman, and allegedly 
attempted to confront Zimmerman by walking towards Zimmerman*s vehicle, Zimmerman* Instead of 
informing Martin as to the mason he was following him, raiser! the window to his vehicle and did not 
acknowledge Martin or engage him in any conversation. 

As Martin continued on his way, In a direction which would have led him to the residence of II^SI 
WM^^^^ wh era ha was an authorized guest, Zimmerman continued to follow him in his vehiela, Whto 
Martin arrived at a pedestrian cut-through* consisting of a walkway between the 1200 block of Twin Trees 
Lane, and the 2800 block of Retreat View Circle, Zimmerman loid the dispatcher that fiarfio started to run. 

Upon viewing IVlartin taking flight Zimmerman exited his vehicle in an attempt to see where Martin was going, 
in order to relay that information to the dispatcher* According to Zimmerman's audio recorded version of 
events, after he exited his vehioie which he parked on Twin Trees Circle, ho walked toward Retreat View 
Circle* Zimmerman stated ho looked generally southward* clown the walkway, and did not se^ Martin, During 
the course of this activity, Zimmerman wis still speaking to the call taker, who asked if Zimmerman was 
following Martin, Zimmerman replied that he was, and the Police cell taker told Ztmm&tmm "we don't neecf 
you to do iiaf \ Zimmerman stated he terminated his phone call with the dispatcher when he was at the end 
of tha cut through at Retreat View Circle, and started walking back to his vehicle. 

Zimmerman stated thai as he was walking bask to his vehicle, ""out of nowhere** appeared Martin who 
approached him from his left rear, Zimmerman stated that M^rtm approached him snd asked Zimmerman 
what fits problem w^s, then with a closed fist, fctrucK Zimmerman in the face, causing Zimmerman to fall to 
the ground,. Once on the ground, Zimmerman stated that Martin struck him multiple times In his facial area, 
and at one point, smashed the back of his head onto the cement walkway to the point: that Zimmerman 
almost lost consciousness* 

Zimmerman stated that while being tittered by Martin, Zimmerman felt Martin reaching for his firearm, which 
h$ had on his person in an inside the waistband nylon hoists with no safety features. Zimmerman is 
licensee! In the State of Florida to carry concealed firearms , Zimmerman stated ih^f he believed Martin was 
attempting to remove his firearm, at which lime Zimmerman was able to free himself to the point of being 
able to clear the firearm from its holster, and fire one round at point blank range, which struck ferfto in the 
chest. Zimmerman stated that after he discharged ilia firearm, Martin ceased battering him, and foil over,, 
which enabled Zimmerman to got back on his foet Immediately after the incident, Officer T, Smith arrived on 
scene, and placed Zimmerman Into custody. Zimmerman claimed & self-defense explanation of the 
encounter, which he maintained throughout subsequent investigation.

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r^sidts on l!SJ-2X^"Z I5?Sir?3 a ^ d had oeeri sent there by his father one tc having b^en suspended for 
ten days from hie hiejh school In Miami Gardens for possession of cannabis. He had been in Sanford for

Go arrival at Hit scene, at approximately 2000 hours, I met with SPO Officer Ricardo Ayaia. who produced the 
pre It ml nary report. Office Ayaia hoofed me as to the known elre um stances, f was informod by Officer Ayata 
that an apparent confrontation occurred between the then unidentified black mate* liter positively Identified 
as 'Tray von Benjamin Martin, age 1?, and George Michael 2trnmeroian< Officer Ayata further foforrrted me that 
during the confrontation, Zimmorroan stated that he produced a Bmm senile utoroatie pistol {for which he had 
si valid Florida concealed firearm carry pormit{ ? and fired a single round, striking Martin in the chest. Officer 
Ays la informed me that lit saving efforts performed by Sot R> Raimondo, and Officer T. Smith, and Sanford 
Hr& Rescue proved unsuccessful,, and that Martin was pronounced dead on scene by Saiilord Fire Rescue

I thou interviewed Officer T. Smith, who was the first officer on seene* Officer Smith informed mo that upon 
hb arrival he cams in contact with Goorge Zimmerman, apparently moments after Zimmerman had shot 
Tray von Wartrri, Officer Smith informed rue that Zimmerman offered no resistance while he was placed into 
custody at gunpoint Be stated that Zimmorrnan's facial iraa was bloodied, and the posterior of his clothing 
was soiled with wet grass, indicative of having recently been oti his back on the grass. Officer Smith stated 
Smroerman freely admitted to having shot the c§eeodeo% end stated he had shot the decedent after the 
decedent attacked him, Wolfe Officer Smith was in contact with Zimmerman at the seene, Officer Smith 
overheard Zimmerman state *1 was veiling for someone to help mi, but no one would help me** as ho was 
being treated for hb Injuries by Sanford Fire Rescue personnel

After I learned from Lieutenant Taylor that George Zimmerman had been transported to the Sanford Police 
Department, I requested Inv, Doris Singleton respond to the police station m order to interview Zimmerman i 
contacted low Singleton, informed her of the apparent nature of this matter, and advised hot to remove 
Zimmerman's restraint devices prior to conducting her Interview. 

I remained on scene and coordinated crime scene processing efforts with Sgt L. Ceisla end Crime Scene 
Technician D. Smith. The scene was an otitdoor crime scene, in a predominately grassy area with a paved 
walkway between two rows of townhomes, bordered by Retreat View Circle, sod Twin Tree Lane, The time of 
the evening when the shooting occurred was approximately 1916 hours, after sunset, on an overcast evening 
with sporadic mm showers. The only ambient lighting was produced hy the porch lights of several 
residences, and overall the location can he best described as d&rk* The dec&dent lay supine directly behind 
(covered by a yellow police issued emergency blanket He was wearing a dark gray 



ied pullover sweatshirt, Ian pants, and tennis shoes, I observed no blunt force trauma to his head or 
facia! area.

On 2126/2012 at approximately 2130 hours* ¥€!¥?£ Office Investigator Tara Clark arrived on scene and 
assumed jurisdiction over the decedent Initial inspection 00 the decedent showed 00 significant trauma, 
other thm a solitary gunshot wound to the chest Just left of midline. The deoedont was found to not he in 
possession of any form of Identification, and was transported to tho Volusia County Medical Examines 
Office as "John Doe #3" On his person was a can of Arizona brand ioed tea, a bag of Skittles candy, and 
$40.1 S in US currency, 

On 2/28/2012, while at the S^nfnrd Police Department, 815 West 13th Street, Sanford, Investigator Doris 
Singleton conducted an interview of George Zimmerman after ho waived his rights ss Indicated by his 
signature on a prepared Miranda Warning card* in his interview, Zimmerman maintained he shot Martin to 
self-d^feose, and only after being placed In fear for Ns life by Martin. Detailed information pertaining to 
statements made by George Zimmorman is provided hy Investigator Smgleton in her Report of investigation. 
Zimmerman provided a four (4) page written statement which reads as follows: 

"in August of 201 1 my neighbor's house was broken into while she was home with her infant son, The 
Intruders attempted to attack her and her child, however, SFO reported to tho scene of the crime and the 
robbers tied, My wife saw the intruders running from the home and became scared of the rising crime within 
our neighborhood, i arid my neighbor formed a "Neighborhood Watch Program*'. We were instructed by SPD 
to oalf the non-emergency line if we saw anything suspicious & 311 if we saw a crime in progress, Tonight, I 
was on my way to Ihe grocery store whon i saw a male approximately 5'11" to 6*2" casually walking in the rain 
looking into homes, ! pulled my vehicle over and called Sf^D nonemergency phone oumben I told tho 
dispatcher what I had witnessed, the dispatcher took note of my location & the suspect fled to a darkened 
area of the sidawafK, as the dispatcher was asKmg me for an exact location the suspect emerged from the 
darkness a elreied my vehicle, I oould not hear if he said anything. The suspect once again disappeared 
between the back of some houses. The dispatcher once again asked me for my exoot location, I could not 
remember the name of the street so I got out of my oer to look for a street sign. The dispatcher asked me for a 
description and the direction tho suspect went I told the dispatcher ! did not know but t was out of my 
vehicle looking for a street sign S the direction hio sospoctwont The dispatcher iold me not to fellow Ihe 
suspect and that an officer was in route, As I headed back to my vehicle- the suspect emerged from tho 
darkness end said "you got a problem" I said ' W\ The suspect said "you do now", As I looked and triad to 
Unci my phone to dial 911 the suspect punched mo in the face, 1 fell backwards onto my back* The suspect got 
on top of nm I yelled ^help' 1 several times. The suspect told me "shot the fuck yp" as f tried to sit up right, the 
suspect grabbed my head and slammed t\ into the concrete sidewalk several limes, I continued to yell "help", 
As I slid the suspect covered my month and nose and stopped my breathing, At this point I im holsterod my 
firearm m fear for my life as ho had assured he was going to kill me and fired one shot into his torso. Tho 
suspect sat hack allowing me to sit up and said M you got me'1 At this point i slid out from undernoato him 
and got on top of tho suspect holding his hands away from his body, An onlooker appeared and asked if I

Zimmerman 
informed me that on the evening of 2/28, h€ had called the Saofortl Police Department non-emergency lint la 
report Ww decadent as a suspicious parson. Zimmerman stated the decedent approached h\m m the wafNway 
between Retreat View Circle and Twin Trees Lane and stated to him "What's your problem?** Zimmerman 
stated ha replied M l don't have a problem" at which time His decedent stated "You have one now% at which 
time tho decedent attacked htm mihoni provocation, tailored him to the point that Zimmerman almost tost 
consciousness* 

ZimmeritiEn staled thai Martin attempted to manually suffocate htm ami attempted to assume possession of 
Zimmerman's hfearniu Zimmerman staled that ftertm said to him "You're gonna die motherfuekor*\ 
Zimmofman staled lie would cooporat© fully with the investigation and asserted he discharged his firearm out 
of fe ar for his life, 

Zimmerman displayed Injuries to bis facial area mti to the back of his head, which were treated fey Sanford 
Fire Rescue at the lime he was detained by Officer T. Smith, He also stated he was going to fellow up with his 
primary earo physician to have his injuria further evaluated, No visible physical Injures were noted or 
documented to his body/torso area, nor were any defense wounds noted on his arms or hands. Zimmerman 
had bean treated on scene while? in Officer SroiWs custody, and ha defined transport for emergency medical 
treatment While in my presence, on 2/27/2012, Zimmerman complained of a headache, and stated hi* 
int^ridad to follow up with tils primary cam physician. 

Based on ail of Ilia information available at the time of this contact with Zimmemian, coupled with the 
consistency between lliii merman's account of events and those provided by witnesses, and injuries 
sustained by Zimmerman which appeared generally consistent with the facts and circumstances known a!

IVtn Martin Informed me his son was not from this area, und that his son is 
visiting from Mmmt Gardens, and that Ills son did not have a State of Florida Identification Card or Driver's 
License, While conversing with i$r> Martin, I noted several physical characteristics he had In common with 
tho decedent, thereby establishing a reasonable fuctuai basis to believe that the decedent was the son Of 6/lr. 
Martin, Upon presenting Mr. ffertin with a photograph of tho facial image of the decedent, taken at the scone, 
positive identification was made in conjunction with Next of Kin notification. I explained the circumstances 
surrounding the passing of his son, and summoned for a victim's advocate to assist Victim's Advocate 
Oebra Wagner responded and assisted Mr, fVlartin and his family, 

On 2/27/2012 at 1030 hours, Trayvort Martin underwent a forensic autopsy at the Volusia County Medical 
Examiner's Office, Preliminary autopsy findings ruled cause of death was Injury stemming from a gynshot 
wound to the chest which perforated the heart organ, manner of death established as homicide, A single 
projectile was recovered from tho chest cavity of the decedent, and submitted into evidence by CST D. Smith. 

On 2/27/2012 I was provided with the audio recordings of six (Sj 911 calls stemming from this Incident along 
with a recording of George Zimmerman's nonemergency call 

I reviewed Zimmerman's nonemergency call to SPD dispatch. Zimmerman desenbed Martin as "real 
suspicious", and that ho "was up to no good*'. Zimmerman also relayed to the call taker thai Martin was "on 
drugs or something", and that "something's wrong with him". Zimmerman commented "these assholes 
always got awa/\ and later referred to Martin as a "fucking punk**, 

I reviewed the 911 calls, specifically 20120571869, placed by In tho background I could clearly 

hear a male's voice yelling cither "Help" or "Help ffe*\ fourteen (14) limes in an approximately S8 second lima 
span. This voice wis determined to be that of George Zimmerman, who wes apparently yelling for help as he 
was focrng battered by Tray von Martin. 

Investigator 0, Singleton, using information obtained from the Seminole County Sheriffs Officii Computer

On 2/27/2D12 at approximately 1 730 hours. Sergeant R. Smith, Investigate u Smgloton, Crime Scene: 
Technician D. Ripley, and I met with George Zimmerman at his residence for the purpose of retracing his 
steps on 2/26 on video. Zimmerman's route was videotaped by CST Ripley and the DVD was submitted its 
evidence. 

On 2/28/2012 at 1030 hours I met with Tracy Martin, and B^HHHHHI 71 1 the Sanford Poiice Department 
The purpose for this meeting was to brief the decedent's nest of kin as to the progress of this investigation 
Mr. Martin, concerned over there being no arrest made in the shooting death of his son, was advised of the 
nature of this case, and ultimately assured that b proper investigation would be conducted. Mr. Martin 
acknowledged the comity of this case prior to departing. 

On 02/211/2012, Investigator TreKel I Perkins received a telephone call from an unidentified female. This female, 
who refused to provide her name, call back number, or any other type of contact information; disclosed to 
Inv. Perkins that George Zimmermen has racist ideologies, and that he is fully capable of instigating a 
confrontation that could have escalated to the point of Zimmerman having to use deadly force. Inv, Perkins 
was ablo to record a portion of his conversation with this anonymous female and said recording was piaced 
on a compact disc and submitted as evidence. No other information has been obtained to corroborate this 
anonymous female's information and her identity has not been established. 

On 2/29/201 Z at approximately 1 720 hours, George Zimmerman was re -interviewed at the Sanford Police 
Department. This interview was digitally recorded. After being advised of his rights under Miranda, 
Zimmerman agreed to be interviewed. Upon Inquiry, Zimmerman stated he was suffering from Post-Traumatic 
Stress Disorder (PTSD), He further informed me that he has been diagnosed with Attention Deficit Disorder, 
and is currently on medication for thai condition.

The encounter between George Zimmerman and Trayvor* ffecihi was ultimately avoidable by limmetmm, If 
Zimmerman lied remained in his vehicle and awaited the arrival of law enforcement, or conversely if he had 
identified himself to BHartln as & concerned cttkan and initiated dialog In an effort to dispel each party's 
concern, There is no indication that Trayvon Martin was involved in any criminal activity at the time of the 
encounter, Eimmerman, by his statements mads to the call talker and recorded for review, and his statements 
made to investigators following the shooting death of Martin, make it dear that lie had already reached a 
faulty conclusion as to Hartleys purpose for being In the neighborhood, 

Attempts to locate additions! witnesses have consisted of multiple canvasses of the neighborhood on the 
evenings of 2J2M2M 2 t 2/2712012, and 3/1/201 2. The distribution of Informational flyers throughout the gated 
community was completed on 2/2S?212 and a community meeting, which was held on March 1, 2012. 

AO digitally recorded interviews were submitted as evidence, and all forensic laboratory requests ©re being 
submitted to the Florida Department of Law Enforcement for analysis, 

Bas&d ypen the facts and circumstances outlined in this narrative, 1 believe there exists probable cause for 
issuance of a capias charging George tytichaei Zimmerman with Manslaughter, In violation of Ch- 782.07 PS, 
This case is being forwarded to the Office of the State's Attorney as a request for capias,

The subject noticed a suspicious black mate m the mmptm thai did not look like lit belonged there, 
&o he called polios The subject hegan to follow the victim to keep him in sight until the police arrived. 
The subject was following the victim while In his vehicle unci then parted ft near the club house. He then §ot 
out of foot, still on the phone with dispatch. He staled thai he lost sight of the victim and got off of the phone 
with dispatch, The subject then started lo walk bacN towards his vehicle when he was approached by the 
victim. The victim asked "Do you have a problems The subject replied M No, i don't have e problem". The 
victim then stated "You do now" and punched the subject In the face. The two individuals continued to fight 
in a courtyard between two buildings. The subject was getting beat up by the victim; lie grabbed his firearm 
and shot the victim In the chest.
